The combined value 
of imports and 
exports in the 12 
months just ended was 6,246 million 
dollars , a growth of nearly 2 bil­ 
lion dollars (1,916 million) in a sin­ 
gle year. 
Of the May imports, 65.7 per cent 
entered free of duty, compared with 
60 per cent in May, 1915. 
The favorable balance of trade in 
the month 
and 12 months ending 
with May was 
the 
largest 
ever 
known. 
For May it was 243 million 
dollars and for the year ending with 
May, 2,026 million. 
Corresponding 
figures for last year were 132 mil­ 
lion for May and 983 for 
the 
12 
months. 
May showed a net 
inward 
gold 
movement of over 15 million dollars, 
thus reversing the conditions shown 
in the preceding three months. 
Im­ 
ports of gold in May aggregate 27 
million dollars, compared with gold 
exports of 12 millions and gold im­ 
ports in the 12 months to May 31 
amounted to 424 million, as against 
gold exports of 85 millions, a net 
movement for the year of 339 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Last year gavq a net 
inward gold movement of 68 million, 
while two yeaçs ago there was a net 
outward gold movement of nearly 2 
million dollars.

View of American Tariff. 
American workmen 
who 
desire 
continuous rather than intermittent 
employment should be interested in 
the view which British m anufactur­ 
ers take of the effect of a tariff law 
in this country. 
The 
Democratic 
free trade measure was passed early 
in October, 1913. 
On December 15 
of that year, the Ne\v York “Times” 
published a London dispatch which 
said: “British m anufacturers are re­ 
luctant 
to embark their capital in 
preparing for the demands expected 
from America until they are 
con­ 
vinced that the new tariff policy is 
not likely to be reversed by a popu­ 
lar reaction.” 
In other words, British m anufac­ 
turers realized that a 
free 
trade 
policy would enable them 
to 
-sell 
large quantities of goods in the Uni- 
ted States, but they could not build 
extensions to their factories in or­ 
der to supply our 
markets, 
unless 
they could have 
assurance 
that 
America would not reinstate its pro­ 
tective tariff policy. 
The reinstate­ 
ment of the protective tariff would 
mean the shutting out of the British 
goods and the closing down of the 
extension to British mills. Converse­ 
ly, it would mean the opening of 
American mills and the employment 
of larger 
numbers 
of 
American 
workmen. 
The “popular 
reaction” 
which the 
British 
m anufacturers 
feared has already, made its appear­ 
ance. This was shown not only in the 
election 
of 1914, when 
the Demo­ 
cratic 
majority 
in 
the 
House 
was cut from 166 to 34, but has been 
shown in later state 
and 
district 
elections, and will result in an over­ 
whelming defeat of 
the Democratic 
party in the Congressional elections 
of 1916. 
The British m anufacturers 
could readily foresee that the Ameri­ 
can laboring man, who fortunately, 
has the right to vote, 
would 
not 
stand for an economic policy which 
encourages the extension of British 
factories and the closing of factor­ 
ies in their own country.

In 1905 there were 48,000 
motor 
cars, including commercial vehicles 
in the United States, according to 
the registration statistics assembled 
by the division of road economics of 
the United States office 
of 
public 
roads and 
rural 
engineering; 
in 
1915, there were 2,445,664. This was 
an increase of 5,000 per cent, 
len 
years ago, of the expenditures on ac­ 
count of the building of rural roads 
and bridges in the United States, 
less than three-tenths of 1 per cent, 
was derived from the tax on motor 
vehicles; 
last year nearly 7 
per 
cent, of the money available for this 
purpose 
was 
derived 
from 
this 
source. In 1901 the first revenue de­ 
rived by any of the states from auto­ 
mobile revenues was 
collected 
in 
New York state and amounted to on­ 
ly $954. 
Other states followed the example 
of New York, requiring the registra­ 
tion of motor ears, chauffeurs 
and 
operators until in 1905 the 
total 
amount collected in all the states on 
this account aggregated $62,500, last 
year the revenues from this 
source 
amounted to $18,245,713. 
In nearly all the states practically 
90 per cent, of the motor car reven­ 
ues was applied in 1915 
to 
road 
work, and 70 per cent, of this sum 
was expended under the control and 


supervision of the state highway de­ 
partments. 
In forty-two states all, 
or a large part, of the revenue from 
motor cars must be expended for the 
construction, improvement of raain- 
tainanee of the state highway 
de­ 
partments. 
In six states this 
re­ 
quirement is not made . 
In 1915, the total number of mo­ 
tor vehicles registered in the United 
States was 2,445,664. 
The 
total 
road mileage in the United States 
outside of incorporated towns and 
cities appromixately is 2,275,000 mi. 
This would mean that there is slight­ 
ly more than one motor car for each 
mile of rural road in 
the 
United 
States, if the distribution 
of 
the 
cars were uniform for all the states; 
but it is not, as in the state of Ne­ 
vada there is one motor car for ev­ 
ery six miles of rural road, and in 
New Jersey six motor cars for every 
mile of rural road. 
In the United 
States there is one motor car regis­ 
tration for every forty-four persons; 
in the state of Iowa there is one reg­ 
istration for every sixteen persons; 
and in Alabama only one registra­ 
tion for every 200 persons. 
There is no uniformity in the fees 
required of motor vehicles, and there 
are wide differences in the require­ 
ments for the registration or licens­ 
ing of chauffeurs, 
owners, 
dealers 
and operators. 
The 
tendency 
is 
growing to base 
the registration 
fees for ple&sure cars on a straight 
horse power; 
for commercial 
ve­ 
hicles and tendency is to require a 
part of the fee on the horse power 
of the car and the remainder of the 
fee either on the carrying capacity 
of the vehicle or on its weight. The 
average fee of the motor cars in the 
United States, taking them by 
and 
large, is estimated at $7,46. 
Reckoning on the same basis, the 
state of Vermont received in 1915 a 
gross revenue of $18.10 for 
each 
car, while Minnesota received only 
about fifty cents annually for each 
ear, the registration in that 
state 
covering a period of three years. In 
Texas and South Carolina, no an­ 
nual registration fees are collected 
the only requirement being a county 
fee of 50 cents and $1, respectively, 


for what is called a perennial regis­ 
tration. 
Ma nv states registration records 
go, between pleasure and commer­ 
cial cars. 
A few states register all 
motor vehicles, including 
motorcy­ 
cles, under a single class; in some 
states the registration of motorcy­ 
cles is not required.

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Exports Break all Records. 


American exports for May reach- 


ed a total of 472 million dollars, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
today by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of 
Commerce. This exceeds all pre- 
vious monthly records. It is greater 
by 61 million dollars than the high 
record for March. It is 300 million 
dollars more than the monthly May 
average from 1911 to 1914. The to- 
tal exports for the year ended with 
May were 4,136 millian dollars, an 
increase of 14 billion dollars over the 
preceding 12 months, and double the 
total for the year ended with May, 
1911. The exports for May were 80 
million dollars more than the total 
for the fiscal year 1870.

ers take of "the effect of a tariff law 
in this country.

free trade measure was passed Dearly 
in October, 1913. On December .15 
of that year, the New York "Times'' 
published a London dispatch which 
said: "British manufacturers are re- 
luctant 
to embark their capital in 


preparing for the' demands expected 
from America until they are con- 
vinced that the new tariff, policy is 
not likely to be reversed by a popu- 
lar reaction." 


In other words, British manufac- 


turers realized that a 
free trade 


policy would enable them 
'to sell 


large quantities of goods in the Uni- 
ted States, but they could not build 
extensions to their factories in or- 
der to supply our markets, unless 
they could have 
assurance 
that 


America would not reinstate its pro- 
tective tariff policy. The reinstate- 
ment of the protective tariff would 
mean the shutting out of the British 
goods and the closing down of the 
extension to British mills. Converse- 
ly, it would mean the opening of 
American mills and the employment 
'of larger 
numbers 
of American 


workmen. The "popular 
reaction" 


which the British 
manufacturers 


feared has already, made its appear- 
ance. This was shown not only in the

UNIFORMITY IN FEES LACKING 


Wide Difference in Methods of Li- 


censing Adopted by Various 


States. 


In 1905 there were 48,000 
motor 


ears, including commercial vehicles 
in the United States, according to 
the registration statistics assembled 
by the division of road economics of 
the United States office 
of public 


roads and rural 
engineering; in 


1915, there were 2,445,664. This was 
an increase of 5,000 per cent. Ten! 
years ago, of the expenditures on ac- 
count of the building of rural roads 
and bridges in the United States, 
less than three-tenths of 1 per cent, 
was derived from the tax on motor 
vehicles; last year nearly 7 per 
cent, of the money, available for this 
purpose was 
derived from this 


source. In 1901 the first revenue de- 
rived, by any of the states from auto- 
mobile revenues was 
collected in 


New York state and amounted to on- 
ly $954. 


Other states'followed the example 


of New; York, requiring the registra- 
tion of motor cars, chauffeurs and 
operators until-in 1905 the 
total 


amount collected in all the states on 
this account aggregated $62,500, last 
year the revenufes from this source 
amounted to $18,245,713. 


In nearly all the states practically 


90 per cent, of the motor ear reven- 
ues was applied in 1915 to 
road 


work, and 70 per cent, of this sum 
was, emended . t e 


supervision of the state highway de- 
partments. In forty-two states all, 
or a large part, of the revenue from 
motor cars must be expended for the 
construction, improvement of main- 
tainance of the state highway de- 
partments. In six states this 
re- 


quirement is not made . 


In 1915, the total number of mo- 


tor vehicles registered in the United 
States was 2,445,664. 
The total 


road mileage in the United States 
outside of incorporated towns and 
cities appromixately is 2,275,000 mi. 
This would mean that there is slight- 
ly more than one motor car for each 
mile of rural road in the 
United 


States, if the distribution of 
the 


cars were uniform for all the states; 
but it is not, as in the state of Ne- 
vada there is one motor_ear for ev- 
ery six miles of rural road, and in 
New; Jersey six motor cars for overy 
mile of rural road. In the United 
States there is one motor car regis- 
tration for every forty-four persons; 
in the state of Iowa there is one reg- 
istration for every sixteen persons; 
and in Alabama only one registra- 
tion for every 200 persons. 


There is no uniformity in the fees 


required of motor vehicles, and there 
•are wide differences in the require- 
ments for the registration or licens- 
ing of chauffeurs, owners, dealers 
and operators. 
The tendency 
is 


growing to base • the registration 
fees for pleasure ears on a straight 
'horse power; for commercial ve- 
hicles and Jgndency is to require a 
part of the fee on the horse power 
of the car and the remainder of the 
fee either on the carrying capacity 
of the vehicle or on its weight. The 
average fee of the motor cars in the 
United States, taking them by and 
large, is estimated at $7,46. 


Beckoning on the same basis, the 


state of Vermont received in 1915 a 
gross revenue of $18.10 for 
each 


car, while Minnesota received only 
about fifty cents annually for each 
car, the registration in that 
state 


covering a period of three years. In 
Texas and South Carolina, 'no an- 
nual registration fees are collected 
the only requirement being a county 


for what is called a perennial regis- 
tration. 


Many states registration records 


go, between pleasure and commer- 
cial cars. 
A'few states register all 


motor vehicles, including 
motorcy- 


cles, under a single class; in some 
states the registration of motorcy- 
cles is not required.

Four rigs were taken from 
one alley in the business district and 
placed in a livery stable where the 
owners were compelled to pay a fee 
before getting them. The- police say 
this is only a starter and that ar- 
rests will be made the next time. 


'Air of the horses were hitched to 


electric light poles in direct violation 
of the law. It is not" so much the 
fact that the poles were used but the 
alley was blocked by the rigs. It 
would present, a difficult 
ease in 


event of a fire'and for this-treason 
more than any other, the police will 
see- that the alleys are freed from 
rigs.
